Philadelphia, May 5. 

Tho Franklin Institute to- 
day reported that a tramen- 
dous quako was recorded on 
its scisomgraph at 10.25 p.m. 
G.M.T. on Friday (7.25 a.m. 
Saturday H.K. Summer Time). 

It said the’ tremor was about 
12,800 miles from Philadelphia 
in the South. Pacific. Dr. Roy 
K. Marshall, directzr of “the 
Institute said “It apparently 
was a tremendous quak?" and 
resembled reading of the 1931 
tremor that did much damage 
at.Napier, New Zealand.” 

Sorting out a maze of jumbled 
seikmograph records, scientists 
determined in Pasadena, Cali- |" 
fornia, that ‘three earthquakes 
occurred within less than half 
an hour on Friday, possibly in 
different localities. They said 
one was definitely of major in- 
tensity. 

Dr. Charles, Richter, of the 
vaiamological ‘aboratory of the 
Institute of Technology, fisted 
the quake times as 10:18 p.m, 
10:34° p.m. and 10.386° p.m, 
GMT. (7:18 um. 7.34 am, 
and, 7:36 ‘a, Saturday, H.K. 
‘Summer Timo). 

He said the third and heaviest 
tremor apparehtly centred about 
6.500 miles west of: the United 
States, somewhere in the New

Byrnes proposed a four- 
power ngreement for. supervi- 
sion of Germany for at least 25 
years after the present occupa- 
tion to .enaure that German 
forces ore completely disbanded, 
that such organizations 48 
Storm Troopers and the Gestapo 
are wiped out and that no 
military = cqipment ix manu- 
factured. 

Far From Aim - 

Byrnes indicated that Mar. 
shal Stalin supported the ‘idea 
when they discussed it in Mos- 
cow last Christmas. However, 
Molotov * opposed placing the 
matter on the Paris conference 
agenda in connection. with gen- 
eral discussions on Germany. 

The Tass correspondent said 
Byrnes’ proposals were “far 
from the aim of really forestal- 
ling the rebirth of militarism in 
Germany." ae 
_ He agked, “Can it be forgot- 
ten that the lessons of two de- 
vastating wars. instigated by 
Germany during the life of one 
generation brought the Allies 
to a unanimous decision for the 
necessity of a long ‘occupation 
of Germany with the aim .of 
liquidating German militarism, 
rooting out the remnants of 
Hitlerism and reconstructing 
the copntry ‘on a democratic 
basis?”
